College professors never have been completely 
successful in planting in the minds of the young 
the idea that responsibility goes hand in hand 
with freedom. 
This year it didn’t even appear that they have 
mentioned the subject. 
At Grinnell College in Grinnell, Iowa, never 
noted for the liberal tendencies of its student 
body, the yearbook had to be abandoned because 
the text and pictures put together by the student 
staff added up to a lot of libel. 
The college attorney spotted more than a dozen 
potential libel suits in material submitted for 
publication. 
Tampa University had an editor who 
went 
haywire on self glorification. 
Carmen Gonzales edited the yearbook. 
Her 
picture appeared in the publication 24 times. 
Angry students burned most of the 1,700 copies 
of the book. 
Evidently almost none of them 
wanted to look at her picture that many times.

In a “ head-on” collision between Washington 
legislators and Detroit automakers over

pending Federal Highway safety program, one 
area of grave concern to traffic officials is 
rarely mentioned: 
Improving our existing 
roads. 
Traffic safety experts feel this subject de­ 
serves more attention. 
Some Washington of­ 
ficials, notably Senator Abraham 
Ribicoff 
(Conn.), focus most of the blame for our mount­ 
ing highway casualty rate directly on Detroit's 
doorstep, saying auto manufacturers should - 
and can - make safer cars. 
Drivers, say the 
atito makdrs, are the cause of most accidents. 
Both positions are right - up to a point. 
Studies indicate that driver errors are in­ 
volved in 90 per cent or more of all acci­ 
dents. 
Safer cars - through better padding 
against “ second collisions” (to protect occu­ 
pants after the initial impact), doors that don't 
open on impact, and designs with fewer fins 
and lethal projections - can be made. 
Safer autos are possible, but often, say safety 
experts, at staggering costs. Take polarization 
of headlights, for example. Daniel G. Reynolds, 
director of the National Safety Council's Traf­ 
fic Operations Division, said: 
“All traffic would have to stop until all cars 
were properly equipped with polarized lights 
and windshields, or the effects of polarization 
would be more disastrous than beneficial.” 
Safety experts ask this question: “ What causes 
many of the driver errors that in turn cause 
the accidents?” They feel they know the answers. 
Poor road conditions. 
Chuckholes. Improper 
signs. 
Narrow lanes and bridges. Unmarked 
intersections. 
And many more. 
Driving on rural roads is particularly hazard­ 
ous. 
Well over half of all fatal accidents in 
the nation occur on rural roads. 
Yet the accident rate on these roads, say safety 
experts, could 
be cut by 50 per cent if the 
presently recognized hazards were eliminated. 
Traffic safety engineers and other safety of­ 
ficials are hopeful that the Federal Highway 
Safety legislation, when it’s passed, will pro­ 
vide funds to: 
--Upgrade exisiting roads by eliminating as 
many hazards as possible, 
especially 
those 
known to have a bad-accident record. 
—Put up better directional and warning signs 
to aid night drivers. Nighttime driving is two 
to three times more dangerous than driving 
during the day, and drivers who don’t have bright 
reflective signs to guide them can be in trouble. 
—Provide for the greater use of road edge- 
striping hazard markers, wider shoulders for 
emergency escapes, and wider road beds. 
The costs of improving existing roads are 
negligible when compared with the cost 
of a 
new highway.

SOCIALIST CHOICES: FAST OR SLOW DEATHS 
Those who strive to preserve our American 
heritage of personal liberty and unfettered per­ 
sonal enterprise and to maintain our Consti­ 
tutional Republic, most often identify their 
chief 
adversary in this struggle as socialism. 
Whenever this is done, there is usually an im­ 
mediate outcry from the sfatists that they are 
being misrepresented. They will admit, under a 
little 
pressure, 
that they believe 
“changing 
times'* and a “complex society” require sharp 
limitations on the Freedom of the market-place 


and a “ modernization of our Constitutional form 
of government. 
But they deny that the changes 
can properly be called socialism . 
True socialism , the statists explain, requires 
government ownership of at least the chief 
means of production, primarily basic industries. 
We do not have government ownership of basic 
industries in the United States and are not likely 
to get it. 
Our 
homegrown statists insist that 
they are not for it, and that this means they 
are not socialists. 
The fact is that there are two kinds of so­ 
cialism . 
One applies Marxist doctrine and 
strategy to poorer, less productive nations; the 
other applies them to richer, more productive 
nations. 
The first kind often 
takes the form 
of open communism. In a backward nation, which 
has never had any understanding of capitalism 
and the free market, it is easy to appeal to 
popular greed to support outright government 
seizure of productive property. 
In the m o r e productive and progressive nations, 
this simple and brutal strategy would not work; 
for, the people have seen too many of the tangible 
benefits of capitalism and the free market. 
So in such nations, including our own, socialism 
takes its second form, called Fabian socialism 
since it was first clearly spelled out by the 
Fabian Society when founded in England in 1883. 
Fabian socialism is not sudden and drastic, but 
a gradual and partly hidden change in society 
and government. 
Because government seizure, ownership and 
operation of basic industries are sudden, drastic 
steps which arouse intense popular opposition 
in any progressive country, the Fabians have 
avoided this obvious approach. 
Fabian socialism 
evolves 
through gradual 
extension of governmental power and economic 
influence to the point that the government has 
control of the means of production, while leaving 
nominal ownership in the hands of titular 
owners. 
Government 
control has the same 
effect as government ownership, and it paves 
the way for “ nationalization” of industry when 
property rights are no longer cherished. Ac­ 
ceptance of the extension of governmental eco­ 
nomic power is acceptance of Fabian socialism .

College professors never have been completely 
successful in planting in the minds of the young 
the idea that responsibility goes hand in hand 
with freedom. 
This year it didn’t even appear that they have 
mentioned the subject. 
At Grinnell College in Grinnell, Iowa, never 
noted for the liberal tendencies of its student 
body, the yearbook had to be abandoned because 
the text and pictures put together by the student 
staff added up to a lot of libel. 
The college attorney spotted more than a dozen 
potential libel suits in material submitted for 
publication. 
Tampa University had an editor who 
went 
haywire on self glorification. 
Carmen Gonzales edited the yearbook. 
Her 
picture appeared in the publication 24 times. 
Angry students burned most of the 1,700 copies 
of tne book. 
Evidently almost none of them 
wanted to look at her picture that many times. 
The fiery outburst sent Miss Gonzales to bed 
to recover from nervous shock. 
What in the world has happened to

advisers? 
If they have any idea that today’s student body 
is more serious and more mature than ever 
and requires no guidance they are wrong.

In a “ head-on” collision between Washington 
legislators and Detroit automakers over 
the 
pending Federal Highway safety program, one 
area of grave concern to traffic officials is 
rarely mentioned: 
Improving our existing 
roads. 
Traffic safety experts feel this subject de­ 
serves more attention. 
Some Washington of­ 
ficials, notably Senator Abraham 
Ribicoff 
(Conn.), focus most of the blame for our mount­ 
ing highway casualty rate directly on Detroit’s 
doorstep, saying auto manufacturers should - 
and can - make safer cars. 
Drivers, say the 
auto makers, are the cause of most accidents. 
Both positions are right - up to a point. 
Studies indicate that driver erro rs are in­ 
volved in 90 per cent or more of all acci­ 
dents. 
Safer cars - through better padding 
against “ second collisions” (to protect occu­ 
pants after the initial impact), doors that don’t 
open on impact, and designs with fewer fins 
and lethal projections - can be made. 
Safer autos are possible, but often, say safety 
experts, at staggering costs. Take polarization 
of headlights, for example. Daniel G. Reynolds, 
director of the National Safety Council’s Traf­ 
fic Operations Division, said: 
“ All traffic would have to stop until all cars 
were properly equipped with polarized lights 
and windshields, or the effects of polarization 
would be more disastrous than beneficial.” 
Safety experts ask this question: “ What causes 
many of the driver erro rs that in turn cause 
the accidents?” They feel they know the answers. 
Poor road conditions. 
Chuckholes. Improper 
signs. 
Narrow lanes and bridges. Unmarked 
intersections. 
And many more. 
Driving on rural roads is particularly hazard­ 
ous. 
Well over half of all fatal accidents in 
the nation occur on rural roads. 
Yet the accident rate on these roads, say safety 
experts, could 
be cut by 50 per cent if the 
presently recognized hazards were eliminated. 
Traffic safety engineers and other safety of­ 
ficials are hopeful that the Federal Highway 
Safety legislation, when it’s passed, will pro­ 
vide funds to: 
—Upgrade exisiting roads by eliminating as 
many hazards as possible, 
especially 
those 
known to have a bad-accident record. 
—Put up better directional and warning signs 
to aid night drivers. Nighttime driving is two 
to three times more dangerous than driving 
during the day, and drivers who don’t have bright 
reflective signs to guide them can be in trouble. 
— Provide for the greater use of road edge- 
striping hazard m arkers, wider shoulders for 
emergency escapes, and wider road beds. 
The costs of improving existing roads are 
negligible when compared with the cost of a 
new highway.

SOCIALIST CHOICES: FAST OR SLOW DEATHS 
Those who strive to preserve our American 
heritage of personal liberty and unfettered per­ 
sonal enterprise and to maintain our Consti­ 
tutional Republic, most often identify their chief 
adversary in this struggle as socialism. 
Whenever this is done, there is usually an im­ 
mediate outcry from the statists that they are 
being misrepresented. They will admit, under a 
little pressure, 
that they believe 
“ changing 
tim es” and a “ complex society” require sharp 
limitations on the Freedom of the market-place 


and a “ modernization of our Constitutional form 
of government. 
But they deny that the changes 
can properly be called socialism. 
True socialism, the statists explain, requires 
government ownership of at least the chief 
means of production, prim arily basic industries. 
We do not have government ownership of basic 
industries in the United States and are not likely 
to get it. 
Our 
homegrown statists insist that 
they are not for it, and that this means they 
are not socialists. 
The fact is that there are two kinds of so­ 
cialism . 
One applies Marxist doctrine and 
strategy to poorer, less productive nations; the 
other applies them to richer, more productive 
nations. 
The first kind often 
takes the form 
of open communism. In a backward nation, w hich 
has never had any understanding of capitalism 
and the free market, it is easy to appeal to 
popular greed to support outright government 
seizure of productive property. 
In the more productive and progressive nations, 
this simple and brutal strategy would not work; 
for, the people have seen too many of the tangible 
benefits of capitalism and the free market. 
So in such nations, including our own, socialism 
takes its second form, called Fabian socialism 
since it was first clearly spelled out by the 
Fabian Society when founded in England in 1883. 
Fabian socialism is not sudden and drastic, but 
a gradual and partly hidden change in society 
and government. 
Because government seizure, ownership and 
operation of basic industries are sudden, drastic 
steps which arouse intense popular opposition 
in any progressive country, the Fabians have 
avoided this obvious approach. 
Fabian socialism 
evolves 
through gradual 
extension of governmental power and economic 
influence to the point that the government has 
control of the means of production, while leaving 
nominal ownership in the hands of titular 
owners. 
Government 
control has the same 
effect as government ownership, and it paves 
the way for “ nationalization” of industry when 
property rights are no longer cherished. Ac­ 
ceptance of the extension of governmental eco­ 
nomic power is acceptance of Fabian socialism.

hundreds did — on a $9 weekly 
meal ticket. 
After graduation the president 
of our fraternity eagerly seized 
a $14-a-week 
job in a

town clothing sto re. 
It seem ed 
that alm ost everybody was try­ 
ing to get free board carrying 
dishes for everybody e ls e . 
IN THE softening m ists of tim e 
it is easy for us 
of the 
gray 
heads to build a halo a t saint­ 
hood around our undergraduate 
days. But it won't fit. We drank 
dago red in the basem ents of 
L ittle Italy. We stole alky from 
the stiff lab. 
We 
put double- 
meaning slogans on our 
home­ 
coming decorations. 
We 
liked 
dark parties and blind chaper­ 
ones. 
We w ere even rebellious, in a 
restrained way. 
We w ere d is­ 
mayed and angry at the nation's 
econom ic derailm ent, and many 
of u s, including 
m e, cast 
our 
first votes for so c ia lists. 
But it never 
occurred to us 
that all the values of 
civ iliza ­ 
tion and religion w ere ready for 
the ash can. 
When we 
sinned 
guiltily

In a “ head-on” collision between Washington 
legislators and Detroit automakers over 
the 
pending Federal Highway safety program, one 
area of grave concern to traffic officials is 
rarely mentioned: 
Improving our existing 
roads. 
Traffic safety experts feel this subject de­ 
serves more attention. 
Some Washington of­ 
ficials, notably Senator Abraham 
Rlbicoff 
(Conn.), focus most of the blame for our mount­ 
ing highway casualty rate directly on Detroit’s 
doorstep, saying auto manufacturers should - 
and can - make safer cars. 
Drivers, say the 
auto makers, are the cause of most accidents. 
Both positions are right - up to a point. 
Studies indicate that driver e rro rs are in­ 
volved in 90 per cent or more of all acci­ 
dents. 
Safer cars - through better padding 
against “ second collisions” (to protect occu­ 
pants after the initial impact), doors that don’t 
open on impact, and designs with fewer fins 
and lethal projections - can be made. 
Safer autos are possible, but often, say safety 
experts, at staggering costs. Take polarization 
of headlights, for example. Daniel G. Reynolds, 
director of the National Safety Council’s Traf­ 
fic Operations Division, said: 
“ All traffic would have to stop until all cars 
were properly equipped with polarized lights 
and windshields, or the effects of polarization 
would be more disastrous than beneficial.” 
Safety experts ask this question: “ What causes 
many of the driver erro rs that in turn cause 
the accidents?” They feel they know the answers. 
Poor road conditions. 
Chuckholes. Improper 
signs. 
Narrow lanes and bridges. Unmarked 
intersections. 
And many more. 
Driving on rural roads is particularly hazard­ 
ous. 
Well over half of all fatal accidents in 
the nation occur on rural roads. 
Yet the accident rate on these roads, say safety 
experts, could 
be cut by 50 per cent if the 
presently recognized hazards were eliminated. 
Traffic safety engineers and other safety of­ 
ficials are hopeful that the Federal Highway 
Safety legislation, when if s passed, will pro­ 
vide funds to: 
—Upgrade exisiting roads by eliminating as 
many hazards as possible, 
especially 
those 
known to have a bad-accident record. 
--Put up better directional and warning signs 
to aid night drivers. Nighttime driving is two 
to three times more dangerous than driving 
during the day, and drivers who don’t have bright 
reflective signs to guide them can be in trouble. 
—Provide for the greater use of road edge- 
striping hazard markers, wider shoulders for 
emergency escapes, and wider road beds. 
The costs of improving existing roads are 
negligible when compared with the cost 
of a 
new highway.

SOCIALIST CHOICES: FAST OR SLOW DEATHS 
Those who strive to preserve our American 
heritage of personal liberty and unfettered per­ 
sonal enterprise and to maintain our Consti­ 
tutional Republic, most often identify their chief 
adversary in this struggle as socialism. 
Whenever tills is done, there is usually an im- 
mediute outcry from the statists that they are 
being misrepresented. They will admit, under a 
little pressure, 
that they believe 
‘‘changing 
tim es” and a “complex society” require sharp 
limitations on the Freedom of the market-place 


and a “ modernization of our Constitutional form 
of government. 
But they deny that the changes 
can properly be called socialism. 
True socialism, the statists explain, requires 
government ownership of at least the chief 
means of production, prim arily basic industries. 
We do not have government ownership of basic 
industries in the United States and are not likely 
to get it. 
Our 
homegrown statists insist that 
they are not for it, and that this means they 
are not socialists. 
The fact is that there are two kinds of so­ 
cialism . 
One applies Marxist doctrine and 
strategy to poorer, less productive nations; the 
other applies them to richer, more productive 
nations. 
The first kind often 
takes the form 
of open communism. In a backward nation, which 
has never had any understanding of capitalism 
and the free market, it is easy to appeal to 
popular greed to support outright government 
seizure of productive property. 
In the more productive and progressive nations, 
this simple and brutal strategy would not work; 
for, the people have seen too many of the tangible 
benefits of capitalism and the free market. 
So in such nations, including our own, socialism 
takes its second form, called Fabian socialism 
since it was first clearly spelled out by the 
Fabian Society when founded in England in 1883. 
Fabian socialism is not sudden and drastic, but 
a gradual and partly hidden change in society 
and government. 
Because government seizure, ownership and 
operation of basic industries are sudden, drastic 
steps which arouse intense popular opposition 
in any progressive country, the Fabians have 
avoided this obvious approach. 
Fabian socialism 
evolves 
through gradual 
extension of governmental power and economic 
influence to the point that the government has 
control of the means of production, while leaving 
nominal ownership in the hands of titular 
owners. 
Government 
control has the same 
effect as government ownership, and it paves 
the way for “ nationalization” of industry when 
property rights are no longer cherished. Ac­ 
ceptance of the extension of governmental eco­ 
nomic power is acceptance of Fabian socialism.
